THE EDITOR N O T E S . . . 


Much is being said and written 
and some are being quoted and mis­ 
quoted concerning the possibility of 
plans for supervised swimming in 
the Allegheny River near Warren. 
We suggest that a long look at 
this proposal be taken before tangi­ 
ble plans are consummated. 
The reasons are obvious. River 
swimming is far more dangerous 
than any other kind and is less 
sanitary than the swimming pool 
variety. The cost of an adequate 
swimming program involving a given 
area is not as inexpensive as many 
believe. 
The 
river bottom 
shifts 
and 
changes as the current affects it 
through the years and it is diffi­ 
cult to find a spot that has a safe- 
graduated bottom extending from the 
bank to a point far enough out to 
allow a variety of swimming. These 
varieties 
range 
from the small 
wader to the expert diver. 
We do not know of any such area 
within the borders of Warren and 
fronting on a park or piece of public 
land. The river bottom off Crescent 
Park is irregular and consists of un­ 
expected drop-offs. The water off 
the bank of the West Side play­ 
ground is even worse. 
There is no control of the river 
water’s sanitation.Though the sewer 
of the town has been piped to its 
new plant there still is no method 
of purifying the water which can be 
contaminated in many ways. 
lf the borough is to provide a 
swimming area it must do more than 
rope off a section of the river and 
employ lifeguards. There also must 
be dressing rooms, lounging space, 
and a parking area. These are major 
problems confronting those who have 
considered a swimming pool and are 
just as important to river swimmers 
as to those in a tank. 
We do not believe that Cresent 
Park is adequate for such a program 


t lacks the depth to accommodate 
the majority of participant who will 
not be in the water. It also lacks 
carking potentialities. 
The best piece of land owned by 
the borough for this purpose is the 
new playground on the West Side. 
This consists of enough acres to 
house dressing and shower rooms, 
parking, and a sunning area. But 
it does not reduce the liabilities 
of river swimming. 
Assuming that r i v e r and pool 
swimming are of equal quality in 
all the respects we have mentioned, 
the river situation still is the more 
dangerous. A lifeguard can easily 
cover a pool, and the recovery of 
a person who goes under is rela­ 
tively simple. 
In the river it is 
much more difficult to keep all under 
surveillance. When a swimmer goes 
down 
the current offers compli­ 
cations and the dark bottom 
often murky water add their handi­ 
caps. The difference between the 
recovery of a swimmer in trouble 
may 
be 
the precious minutes 
and even seconds which can be the 
determination of life or death. 
A study of major cities through­ 
out the nation will reveal that those 
located near lakes, rivers, and the 
sea are most apt to have swim­ 
ming pools. 
The r e a s o n s a r e 
obvious. We have mentionedsomeof 
them here. 
To these you can 
add the fact 
that you can not stop people from 
swimming in the river. This they wil 
do on their own. But it is well 
that they have learned to swim 
through the services provided by a 
community swimming pool. 
We are not opposing the super­ 
vision of swimming in the river. We 
are suggesting that it requires much 
study and that an adequate swim­ 
ming pool is more important. To 
sufficiently equip both would be ex 
pensive.

It is not generally realized, but it is still an important fact that the 
ticket the Democrats put together at Los Angeles has seriously discon­ 
certed Vice President Richard M. Nixon’s plans for Chicago. 
The Vice President and his extemely able staff had long expected and 
were entirely prepared for the nomination of John F. Kennedy. They 
made no secret of their opinion that he would be the most formidable 
of the various Democratic candidates. They had frankly faced the prob­ 
ability that Kennedy’s nomination would jeopardize several of the large 
Northern states with substantial Catholic voting groups, like New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, which a winning Republican nominee 


normally has to carry. 
But Nixon and his staff had been planning to make

The fact is that die prospects are 
poor of our being able to rally the 
American states for action against 
C astro.

To work out a positive policy is 
not easy. For C astro’s revolution, 
unlike the Mexican revolution some 
forty years ago, is taking place in an 
era when so much of the world is 
ruled by the powerful revolutionary 
governments of Russia and China, 
when in so many countries in Asia 
and in Africa there are revolutions 
very much like the Cuban revolution. 
For the United States the problem 
is how to deal with a revolutionary 
movement which cannot be isolated 
inside the island of Cuba. 
In forming a policy we shall have 
to face hard and disagreeable facts. 
The first is that we no longer have, 
as we had earlier in this century, 
the power to intervene whenever 
and wherever our interests were 
affected. Since the second W orldw ar 
ended, 
we have surrendered this 
unilateral power to the collective 
power of the other American states. 
The second fact is that while the 
American states agreed at C aracas 
in 1954 to oppose "th e domination 
or control of the political institu­ 
tions of any American state by the 
international C o m m u n i s t move­ 
ment,’’ all that these governments 
are pledged to do is to "ca ll a con­ 
sultative meeting to consider the 


If these are the things we cannot 
do, what, if anything, is there that 
we can do? At bottom everything de­ 
pends, I would say, on whether we 
can make friends with the intellec­ 
tual leaders of the American states, 
and through them with the m asses 
who follow them. That friendship 
cannot, we may be sure, be bought. 
It cannot be bought however desir­ 
able and necessary it is that we do 
much more to see that the develop­ 
ment of Latin American is ade­ 
quately financed. 
The friendship of our neighbors 
can be had when they feel that there 
is equality between them and us. But 
what c a n produce this sense of equal­ 
ity? We cannot soon be equally rich, 
or equally strong, or equally influ­ 
ential in the world. The sense of 
equality which can breed friendship 
will come when we dispel the notion 
that our neighbors are underdevel­ 
oped and struggling while we are 
developed and are a virtually per­ 
fected model of a free society. 
If this country becomes again the 
scene of a movement to improve 
and reform and develop itself, we 
shall again win friends abroad and 
influence them. 


NEEDED . . . A WAY 
TO 8TAY ALIVE 
Things are hot in our shrinking 
world All we need is a Russian 
troop entry in some area as tender 
as the Congo and we may be .banging 
away at each other. In view of this 
perhaps more of us should be con­ 
verting the fruit cellar into a cubby 
hole for storm ier days. 
Tliough there are some who are 
going through the motions of civil 
defense, even to the extent of school­ 
ing in the same, the number is com­ 
paratively small and the average 
citizen couldn't tell you what a siren 
signal means. T here have been so 
many tests which he has ignored 
that the real business would find 
him casually going about Ills normal 
rounds o r looking curiously into the 
sky. 
If he really were convinced,there 
suddenly wouldn't be any hole small 
enough if he could ostrich into it. 
The need seems to be for shelters, 
and we are not referring to the base­ 
ment variety which do no more than 
keep you alive for a few days. After 
that, what? 
We are amazed that so little real 
interest is shown by citizens in civ­ 
ic projects that might offer a chance 
for life after the holocaust. This in­ 
volves far more than w alledcorners 
of basements, volunteers of various 
kinds, and emergency communica­ 
tions. 
The same people who are urging 
individuals to prepare for the deluge 
seem to place very little stress on 
community plans. How about the fifty 
per cent of the population which ma} 
not be at home? 
There also is the m atter of food 
in the weeks to come. Should we not 
have a long range plan that will as­ 
sure us adequate nourishment, anc 
by ‘‘us’’ we mean the entire com­ 
munity. 
If suddenly we are without cows, 
how are we to exist? And if any 
animal which rem ains on the face 
of the earth cannot survive fall­ 
out, tow are those who hide out for 
few days to survive when they 
finally creep back into the light of 
day? 
This problem of defense is de­ 
serving of far wider attention than 
has been its misfortune not to re­ 
ceive. To suggest that the individual 
take action to protect him self when 
the community, county, state, and 
nation lack an overall plan in which 
to dovetail the individual effort is 
nonsensical. 
hither there is a danger or there 
is not. Either we need all-out pro­ 
tection or we are wasting our dol­ 
lars and our tours 
with cellar 
hide-outs. Either there is a chance 
of survival or there is none. 
One thing seems obvious. If there 
is a need for the little household 
fo rtresses, there is a need for an 
overall plan of a sim ilar nature. 
Without both we will not live, if 
atomic war is to be as described 
by those whose profession suggests 
that they should know about these 
things. 
So you pop into your private cave 
and pull the top down. Several days 
later you venture forth, healthy and 
full of canned beans. But the beasts 
in the field have been subjected to 
radiation, the crops are sprinkled 
with fall-out. The good earth is af­ 
fected and the huge quantities of 
food in storehouses are not edible. 
On what do you live? 
Without public food supplies and 
huge 
shelters we do not have a 
practical plan. It is possible that 
we already have too little too late. 


It 
is no accident but the very 
nature of human affairs that in the 
times when we have been most liked 
and respected abroad, as under the 
two Roosevelts and Wilson, we were 
the least smug about our own affairs 
and the least satisfied with our­ 
selves.

rules, Vice-President Richard Nix­ 
on is credited with an instinct for 
the jugular. For Nixon and his lieu­ 
tenants, the anatomy of Sen. Kennedy 
has long since been evident. 
These two men, who have many 
sim ilarities, will come to the strug­ 
gle that begins in September with 
little to learn. Kennedy was said to 
have brought to Los Angeles with 
him not only a detailed outline of the 
fall campaign but the names of those 
who would direct that campaign, both 
out in front and from private com­ 
mand headquarters. Nixon has been 
predicting since January that Ken­ 
nedy would be the candidate he would 
oppose. 
The knife to be directed at the 
Kennedy jugular has been sharpened 
on two counts in particular. The one 
is money and its use by the Kennedy 
camp in the prim aries and the other 
is labor and the Kennedy connection 
with certain highly controversial 
union leaders. 
On the first count, the Department 
af Justice is said to have a 105-page 
report on Kennedy spending in the 
We st Virginia prim ary. Kennedy won 
Chat prim ary by a margin of nearly 
Cwo to one over Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey despite reports of religious 
prejudice among West Virginia’s 
averwhelmingly Protestant voters. 
This triumph gave the Kennedy cam­ 
paign such a push that it could hard­ 
ly have been stopped short of an 
affective coalition by the candidates

KENNEDY VS. JOHNSON 
If there is some wonder in your 
mind why many are confused by the 
Democrat slate of Kennedy and John­ 
son as a representative team forthe 
same political party, look at the 
record, Erwin D. Canham, editor of

If you have ever harbored the 
desire to look like some other 
person, or to have someone else’s 
mind, or to be in somebody else’s 
shoes, you may change your mind 
after reading G. M. Ola skin’s novel, 
“ A Change of M ind” (Published 
recently by Doubleday, it sells for 
$3.95 at bookstores).

Gone are 
the days when the family, after a 
magic evening of watching fabulous 
things done by wondrous people 
flitting across their six-inch screen, 
would shake their heads in spine- 
tingling awe and whisper, “ How do 
they do it?” 


Today they know. They know ev­ 
er yth in g. They’ve been told the Truth 
about the magic box and the wondrous 
people. In newspaper articles, mag­ 
azine features, diagrams, confes­ 
sions, interviews, picture spreads, 
and exposes, the mysterious indus­ 
try of make-believe has been turned 
inside out, picked apart, and the 
pieces laid in their laps. The mys­ 
tery is over. The thrill is over. 


A family today sits down to watch 
a TV play. What excitement, what 
m ysteries await them I They’ve al­ 
ready read the plot in “ TV Guide.’’

UPMANSHIP 


LONDON — In the morning it 
seemed a perfect day for swan- 
upping but a thin shower began 
while the lightermen were stowing 
gear in the skiff at Hampton Court 
in front of the palace where Henry 
VHI used to devour baby swan like 
a wolf. By the scarlet, blue, and 
white livery of the Queen's swan- 
m aster, the Dyers’ 
swanmaster, 
and the Vintners’ swanmaster and 
their oarsmen. 
It was the second day of the 
annual ceremony of swan-upping, 
a medieval right that combines the 
best features of punting on the 
Thames, chasing the greased pig 
at the county fair, branding calves 
in Texas, and drowning. 
Since the Middle Ages, all swans 
on the Thames — and all sturgeon 
in it, which means none — have 
belonged to the Crown except that 
the company of Dyers and the com­ 
pany of Vintners, who vint, are 
entitled to a “ game” of swans each. 
The Dyers and Vintners are two of 
rivery company of trade guilds of 
the city of London, and a "gam e 
of swans is an indeterminate num­ 
ber like a gaggle of geese. Or pride 
of lions or pod of seals. 
Swans, like Chinamen, look a good 
deal alike — except in the view of a 
boy and girl swan who have decided 
that he’ s her cob and she’s his 
pen — so the swansmen need some 
way of recognizing their own. About 
this time every year they put in 
four or five days rowing up the 
river to Henley upping all the swan 
fam ilies they find and marking the 
new cygnets, which are six to seven 
weeks old now. One nick in the bil 
with a pen knife brands a Dyers’ 
swan, two nicks mark a Vintners’ 
baby, and the Queen owns all the 
mavericks. 
* * * 
HATFIELD McCOY NUPTIALS 
First the parents are upped to 
see what marks they bear. If they’re 
a Vintner couple, say, then all their 
offspring get two nicks. If there’ s a 
Montague - C a p u l e t complication 
where a Queen’ s swan has fallen in 
love with one of the Dyer mob, the 
progeny are divided with the Sire 
getting the spare in an odd-numbered 
brook. 
Yesterday a fleet of six skiffs 
and a couple of launches had travel­ 
led from Black F riars Bridge in 
London to Hampton Court, about 
twelve miles, seeing lots of bache­ 
lor and maiden swans but only one 
family, all Queens. Now they set off 
again, banner flying fore and aft. 
In each Dyer boat were two oars­ 
men in blue jerseys and blue and 
white striped stocking caps; at the 
Vintner suite were white sweaters 
and tasseled caps; the Queen’ s men, 
three to a skiff instead of two, wore 
scarlet. 
The swanmasters riding astern 
w o r e 
tunics 
of 
corresponding 
shades, decorated with ribbons, with 
silvery metal swan sewn on the 
left sleeve. The white standard on 
each Queen’ s skiff bore a gold 
crown and the legend: 
“ E II R“ 
(Elizabeth Regina ll). 
The Dyers’ 
blue and the Vintners’ red banners 
had a big white swan in a circle 
surmounted by a crest and the 
words, “ Dyers Royalty,” “ Vintners 
Royalty.” 
Fred T. Turk, the Queen’ s swan- 
m aster, and Richard H. Turk, the 
Vintners’ skipper, are brothers in 
their eighties. A third brother, Her­ 


bert, died eleven years ago, opening 
the Dyers’ job for Leonard J. Robin­ 
son, a vigorous fifty-five. 


* * * 


TALLY-HO THE SWAN 
Mr. Robinson estimated the an­ 
nual swan-upping cost each group 
about 500 pounds ($1,400). Though 
some authorities date swan-uppings 
from the year 1473, he said there 
was no telling how much older It 
might be because all records were 
destroyed in the “ great fire” of 
1666. 
Last year, Mr. Robinson said, 
consulting the record he makes 
for perpetuity, the expedition count­ 
ed 947 swans, including seventy- 
four cygnets. This year he expected 
cygnets would number about IOO. 
"T he adults can give you a nasty 
knock with wing when they’re de­ 
fending their young. I’ve had chaps 
get a black eye. But that business 
about a blow of the wing breaking 
man’ s arm, that's an old wives 
tale.” 
The flotilla had travelled an hour 
or more through rain and sunshine, 
spotting only celibate swans. Now, 
above the locks at Sunbury, a couple 
was found herding four fluffy gray 
cygnets against the river bank. They 
glowered as the skifs moved in to 
fence off escape. The sky glowered, 
too. 


And last, but certainly not the 


least, our own K en Sorensen and Bud 
Speicher, both who have gained a 
great deal of respect from hitters 
in tri-state competition.

Cut into small pieces and 
stewed gently for three hours in 
water seasoned with pepper and 
salt and sugar, chopped onions and 
herbs. Strain, and put the meat into 
pie dish, lined with pastry. Add 
the gravy, cover the pie, and bake 
for thirty minutes.” 
The next recipe in the book is 
for cowslip vinegar. "Gather the 
cowslip upon a dry day,” it begins.

YOUR FOREST RANGER

One sultry summer night as I sat 
alone in my room absorbed in a book 
felt insulated from the world out­

Blinded by the bright light 
of the desk lamp I looked out at the 
night but saw only a black void. I re­ 
turned to my book and again picked 
up the thread of the story, but the 
gentle knocking was repeated.There 
was no denying now that a visitor 
from the outer gloom wanted to enter 
the light-filled room. 
My curiosity aroused, I removed 
the screen from the open window and 
waited. There was a flutter of satiny 
wings and a giant Luna moth floated 
into the magic circle of light. I 
nastily replaced the screen and held 
chis loveliest of insects captive be­ 
tween four walls while I watched its 
graceful movements. With wings of 
delicate light green it was like a 
forest leaf given the power of light. 
The transparent window-like spoton 
each of the four wings, and the scim ­ 
itar-shaped prolongations of the hind 
anes gave this nocturnal creature an 
exotic appearance as though it had 
been transplanted from deep in some 
tropical jungle to the Pennsylvania 
bills. 


As it circled the room it remind­ 
ed me by its prescence that a few 
inches of plaster and wood was all 
that separated me from the night 
where the owl swooped silently down 
upon its prey, and the bat on leathery 
wings darted swiftly and unerringly 
through the black shadows. Death 
still stalked the forest whether the 
victim be wood mouse or insect. 
Beyond my four walls the “ law of 
the jungle” still prevailed. 
At last my night visitor alighted 
on the edge of the lamp shade and I 
looked closely at the fat, furry body 
that had once been a voracious cat­ 
erpillar — one of the giant silk 
worms -- pale bluish-green in color 
with a pearl-colored head. It too had 
once had a house that had insulated 
from the outside world. It had 
spent the long winter in its snug 
cocoon oblivious to the biting cold 
or the howl of the northern winds. 
Now, it was having its last brie! 
fling. Like a lovely flower it would 
soon wither and die — so brief is 
the winged stage of this insect. A 
worm turned moth, and dressed in 
fine raimant, had been given the 
Latin name for the moon — Luna. 
;"he ancient Romans had believed 
that the moon was a goddess. Now, 
this moon moth seemed a fitting sub­ 
ject for her. 
Carefully I picked the creature up 
by the wings and gently carried her 
over to the window. Lifting out the 
screen I turned her out into the 
night for she had but a few days to 
live. A fine powdery “ dust” clung 
to the fingers that had held the 
quivering wings. But to dism iss it 
simply as dust was an over-sim ­ 
plification of the intricate makeup of 
a moth’ s wings. These fine particles 
were modified hairs that more near­ 
ly resembled scales when viewed 
under a microscope. Before my 
clumsy fingers had disrupted their 
arrangem ent they' had fitted into 
place on the wings in regular over­ 
lapping rows much like the shingles 
on a roof. It was these tiny scales 
that had given the pale green color­ 
ing to the Luna moth, and they had 
also served to strengthen the deli­ 
cate wings. 
I turned out the light and walked 
out doors. The dark clouds still 
blotted out the moon, but the inter­ 
mittent flash of a firefly’ s pale light 
pin-pointed the blackness and I knew 
that the night was teeming with life. 
Somewhere about me a Luna moth 
was in silent flight.

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PROGRESS IN THE LUMPER YARD 


Undergoing a large expansion and 
modernization program during the 
past year, the McMillen Lumber 
Company In Sheffield has recently 
acquired a new piece of equipment, 
which Is a radically new concept 
in millyard work. 
Known as a 
lumber sorter, It has been in the 
process of being built since last 
winter and Is still not quite com­ 
pleted 
After a log has been cut Into 
lumber, a conveyer belt takes the

boards to a place where the ends 
are trimmed on a specially built 
table, which contains three move- 
able saws. 
The waste falls from 
the cutting table into a conveyor 
belt, by which it Is carried away. 
From this table the boards are 
mechanically transferred to the head 
of the lumber sorter. 
The boards are then graded by 
an employe according to quality 
and are placed In corresponding 


channels. 
These channels vary in 
length, so that, when the board 
comes to the end of its channel, 
it falls into a certain rack. 
Thus the sorter keeps the same 
grade of lumber in the same pile 
and eliminates the problem of sort­ 
ing by hand Eventually the lumber 
will be piled and separated mech­ 
anically when the installation of 
the lumber piling machine is fin­ 
ished 


ON THE PILING RACK fall the 
boards as they come out at differ­ 
ent points at the end of the chan­ 
nels. 
Harry Johnson is doing the 
piling.
